Roſes and other Flowers of a deli- 
cate colour, recover their natural luſtre 
by being expoſed to a moderate vapour 
of Brimſtone; but Crimſon or Scarlet 
Flowers, by being expoſed to the vapour 
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of a ſolution of Tin in Spirit of Nitre. The 
vapour of a ſolution of Filings of Steel 
in Spirit of Vitriol, reſtores to the Leaves 
and Stalk, their primitive green colour. 
This method fucceeds perfectly well in 
ſingle Flowers. There, are ſome difficul-
